A PROGRESSIVE SPLIT 

There is a serious split in the Pro¬ 
gressive ranks at Ottawa. A section 
including Miss McPhail and most of 
the Alberta members object to being 
docilely led by Messrs Forke and Cre- 
rar into the Liberal ranks. They 
have notified Mr. Forke that they will 
no longer attend the Progressive cau¬ 
cus. The marvel is that they submit¬ 
ted so tamely so long. Mr. Forke has 
made it plain enough that his chief 
concern is to help the government. 
The Whip of the party is a man who 
in 1919 asked permission by telegraph 
to attend the Liberal convention at 
Ottawa. Mr. Crerar’s preelections 
are well known for he has made but 
little effort to veil them. Moreover 
RIs interests clash with those of the 
Alberta Progressives who want a 
wheat pool. The war is on between 
him and Henry Wise Wood who is a 
greater force with western progres¬ 
sives than Crerar, Forke, or both. The 
success, even the existence, of the Pro¬ 
gressive party is bound up in aloof 
ness from the two old parties. There 
is a future for Crerar and Forke and 
perhaps Johnston in the Liberal party 
but no such future is assured for most 
of those whom they would lead into 
the Liberal camp. 

SHAMEFUL AND SHAMELESS 

A sum of $20,000 has been placed in 
the estimates to provide a free trip to 
Wembley for several members and 
senators and three newspaper men. 
The item is made large enough to pro¬ 
vide an item which will allow each 
person- to bring his wife along at the 
public expense. The conservatives 
with one exception voted against it. 
All the progressives, except a dozen 
or so voted for it; all the Liberals for 
it. It carried by 86 to 48. Mr. Forke 
after speaking in favor of it and stat¬ 
ing that he had changed his mint! half 
n dozen times during the debate, de¬ 
cided at last to vote against it because 
the conservatives as a party, would 
not assent to it. The scheme was con¬ 
cocted by the liberal and progressive 
whips, who, of course, will be selected 
as two of the joy riders and Premier 
King’s argument in favor of it was 
that the whips do a lot of work with¬ 
out pay. The newspaper representa¬ 
tives were included to keep the press 
quiet if possible. As the party pledg¬ 
ed to economy the progressives have 
abdicated*. The country has heard all 
it wants to hear from them except of 
course the few who spoke and vrfted 
against the proposal. It is about as 
Shameful and shameless a job as has 
ever been put across. Only with tongue 
>n cheek can the government hence¬ 
forth oppose the necessity of economy 
against any demand that may be made 
upon it 

WHAT’S THE REASON? 

When McAdoo’s name was proposed 
r.t the Democratic convention in New 
York his partisans staged a demon¬ 
stration which lasted an hour. They 
cheered, they sang, they grabbed stan¬ 
dards and started a procession around 
Madison Square gardens. It was a 
mad, wild scene of deliberate, cold 
blooded frenzy. The partisans of Mc- 
Ad&o were not even “kidding" them¬ 
selves and it is certain they were not 
kidding his opponents who were 
watching the scene and determining to 
stage a greater demonstration when 
their favorite-was proposed. And they 
did. They kept it up for an hour and 
a quarter when Smith’s name was pro¬ 
posed. Whom Were they “kidding” ? 
Certainly not themselves. Certainly 
not the McAdooites. They were mak¬ 
ing monkeys of themselves for the 
same reason as the partisans of Mc- 
Adoo. But what that reason is we do 
not know. There must be some reason 
for it or grown-up intelligent men 
would not do it. What is the reason? 
Did they think they were kidding the 
free and enlightened citizens of the 
Uitfted States? 


WHEAT POOL RESULTS 

The official statement issued by the 
board of directors of the Alberta Co- 
Operative Wheat Producers, Limited, 
at their meeting on July 5th, stating 
that the members of the pool will re¬ 
ceive two and one-eighth cents more a 
bushel for their wheat than the aver- 
age price received by Alberta farmers 
outside of the pool is a vindication of 
the successfulness of the co-operative 
methods of merchandising as adopted 
by the large institutions of the day. 
This showing in the first year’s work¬ 
ings of the pool, Undertaken in adverse 
circumstances and under hurried or¬ 
ganization, can be looked upon only as 
a remarkable achievement and fore¬ 
casts the great possibilities for the 
future under more perfect conditions 
and larger membership. Practically 
working as an individual it achieved 
success in its first year’s operation—a' 
result that was hardly to be expected 
and one which is seldom witnessed in 
the general run of business. With the 
similar pools of Saskatchewan, Mani¬ 
toba and possibly others foreign to 
Canada, all working together in point 
of view and object, it is but to be ex¬ 
pected that the real benefits are as 
yet to the forthcoming for those who 
are strong enough and determined to 
be masters of the products they create 
and not tools of the middlemen who 
have been favored with this business. 

NO SIGN OF “RUIN” HERE 

As throwing another sidelight on 
the budget debate in regard to the 
plaints of the Canadian textile manu¬ 
facturers that their business was go¬ 
ing to ruin because of the lack of pro¬ 
tection it is interesting to note that 
during the past week the Dominion 
Textile Company, Limited of Montre¬ 
al in its annual statement showed pro¬ 
fits of $1,065,934, practically the same 
as for the two preceding years and 
equivalent to six per cent of common 
stock having a book value of fifteen 
million dollars, although a very large 
proportion of it is water. Compared 
with recent reports of textile compa¬ 
nies in the United States under a much 
higher tariff protection Canadian com¬ 
panies seem to be still doing remark¬ 
ably well. 

CANADIANS REJECT CRITICISM 

The Canadian delegates at the Em¬ 
pire Congress of Chambers of Com¬ 
merce, now sitting in London, have 
placed themselves in opposition to the 
resolution stating; “This congress re¬ 
cords with regret the decision of the 
British house of commons not to rati¬ 
fy the preferential trade resolution 
passed by the Imperial conference.” 
H. B. McKenzie, president of the Mon¬ 
treal Board of Trade, in discussing the 
resolution, said that while Canada was 
most anxious to develop inter-imperial 
trade, Canadians did not wish to offer 
any criticism of decisions reached by 
the people and parliament of Great 
Britian regarding tariff questions af¬ 
fecting their own interests. The reso¬ 
lution was passed in spite of this op¬ 
position but the action of the Cana¬ 
dians has been very favorably received 
here. 

LIVE AS WE LIVE 
— 

Our good "old friend, -Sir George 
Foster, has been giving us wholesome 
advice again. He thinks we spend too 
much time golfing, too much time mo¬ 
tor riding, too much time seeing mo¬ 
tion picture shows.

OUR WORST ADVERTISEMENT 

The worst advertisement for the bu¬ 
siness sagacity of Canadians is the re¬ 
cord of forest fires. What’s the use 
of begging immigrants to throw in 
their lot with us if we are such 
wretched housekeepers as to turn five 
million acres of timberland into char¬ 
coal and firewood as we did during the 
summer of 1923? Every immigrant on 
the farm is a prodigious user of for¬ 
est materials. In fact three fourths of 
the timber cut in America is taken for 
farm purposes. If we outlaw the for¬ 
est we outlaw the farm, a procedure 
that has taken place already jn scores 
of Canadian districts. Seventy per 
cent of the farmers of Quebec get a 
substantial part of their livelihood 
from work in the woods. The 1 public 
is absolute arbiter of the forest Whe¬ 
ther we shall sweep down hill to bank¬ 
ruptcy or make the 'forest redeem our 
war debt and put us on the deliberate 
decision of the thousands of Canadi¬ 
ans who, for work or play, enter the 
Woods and leave a path of red flame 
behind them. Fire is the one abomi¬ 
nation of the woods. It is the killer 
of industry, the exiler of workmen, 
Its ravages make the devastations of 
axemen seem paltry. It lays low ten 
trees to the axeman’s one. It destroys 
not alone the tree but the soil and 
postpones for half a century the abili¬ 
ty of an area to grow more trees of 
the kind we want. 

Our public leaders are talking of 
population these days from the single 
point of view of vacant farm lands. 
The population problem does not end 
there. Eighty per cent of our habit¬ 
able area in Canada is non agricultu¬ 
ral. If forest industies do not find a 
Jiving there, that eighty per cent re¬ 
mains a No-Man’s-Land forever. No 
other lure exists but the lure of stand¬ 
ing timber. Furthermore, the farm¬ 
er’s working plant is derived from the 
forest and his production costs rise 
with lumber costs and lumber costs al¬ 
ways carry an unseen percentage for 
forest fires. The late Sir Edmund 
Walker said shortly before his death 
that the greatest menace to the busi¬ 
ness future of Canada was the preva¬ 
lence of forest fires and Sir Clifford 
Sifton has since declared that if the 
present rate of forest destruction con¬ 
tinues we cannot avoid a heavy loss of 
population along with the industries 
and municipalities subsisting upon fo¬ 
rest manufactures. 

The people of Canada own 85 per 
cent of the forest lands and at the 
same time are wiping oft the ledger of 
national assets more than five million 
acres of forest lands a year. This is 
a day of rising forest values, when 
every district that possesses forests 
will pull to itself new industries, new 
population, based entirely upon the 
world scarcity of timber supplies. 

A hundred years ago a forest fire 
was perhaps excusable but in 1924 the 
humanset conflagration is little short 
of treason. Hundreds of good fellows 
who would consider themselves black¬ 
listed forever if they burnt down the 
Methodist church on Main street have 
yet to experience the first twinge of 
conscience when their campfire or ci¬ 
garette sets ablaze a township of cen¬ 
tury-old spruce or pine.

POOL RESULTS 


Alberta Wheat Pool Averages for Last 
Season $1.02—Official Statement 


Members of the Alberta Wheat Pool 
will receive 216 cents a bushel more 
for their wheat than the average price 
received by Alberta farmers outside 
the pool, according to the statement 
issued Monday morning by H. W. 
Wood, chairman of the board of 
trustees. The pool’s average sale 
price is $1.02 for No. 1 Northern, on 
a basis of Fort William, while the ave¬ 
rage price at Fort William for the 
same period was 99% cents. From 
this price the administration expenses 
of the pool will have to be deducted, 
lTind this is another feature which will 
11 appeal to those farmers who have 
linked up with the pool. The total ex¬ 
penses for “disposing of the farmers’ 
wheat through the pool will be less 
than one-half cent. The pool handled 
nearly one-quarter of the wheat har¬ 
vested in Alberta last year. The Al¬ 
berta government report showed the 
harvest to be 167,000 bushels. The 
pool handled slightly more than 38,- 
000,000 bushels. ' 

The following is the official state¬ 
ment issued by the pool officials: The 
board of directors of the Alberta Co¬ 
operative Wheat Producers, Limited, 
at the close of their meeting on July 
5, announced the result of the pool’s 
operations up to June 30th, 1924. The 
result to the date showed an average 
sale price of $1.02, basis in store P’ort 
William for ‘“One Northern” wheat, 
wh'iih compares with the average 
price at Fort William for the same pe¬ 
riod, of 99%., From the above aver¬ 
age price of $1.02 the pool's office and 
administration expenses will be de¬ 
ducted. These total expenses, includ¬ 
ing Calgary, Winnipeg and forefgn of¬ 
fices, also directors’ fees and expens¬ 
es., will total less than than % cent, 
per bushel for the season. 

The average price of “one northern” 
wheat at Winnipeg is herewith listed 
according to monthly periods: October 
97%, November 97%, December'93%,, 
January 96%, February 99%, March 
98%, April 98%, May 104%, June 
113%. These same averages of prices, 
at which wheat outside of the pool 
was sold, show the following averages 
of Fort William prices for different 
periods: average price, 3 fall months 
96%, average price 6 months 97 1-8, 
average price 8 months 98%, average 
price 9 months 99^%. It will be notic 
ed by this list of average prices that 
the price for the three fall months was 
96%, and for the six months period 
97%, Unquestionably the bulk of tire 
farmers sold in that pei iod. Unfor¬ 
tunately very few held through until 
May and June. The pool’s average, 
therefore, compared with the 
months’ average is a fair showing. 
Another comparison that might be 
made is the pool’s price compared with 
the average country elevator prices. 
The average under months for “orte 
northern” wheat at 26c rate points in 
Alberta is as follows: October 73, No¬ 
vember 70%, December 70%, January 
76%, February 79%, March 77%, 
April 77%, May 82%, June 91%. Av¬ 
erage price 3 fall months 71%, aver¬ 
age price 6 months 74%, average price 
9 months 77%. The pool’s average 
price mentioned above, namely $1.02, 
equals 83% on car lots, clear of all 
freight and elevator charges at rate 
points in Alberta taking 26 cents per 
hundred pounds to Fort William. The 
total quantity of wheat handled by the 
Alberta pool was just over thirty- 
eight million bushels. The board of 
directors will meet again shortly after 
July 15, when the exact amount of the 
final distribution will bo decided. 
Cheques will then be immediately for¬ 
warded to the growers. The most of 
the" final payment is expected to be in 
the mails by August 15.

The following explanatory letter 
from the four new members of the 
“g'inger group” was' received by Mr.

• According to figures prepared by I 
the Canadian Pacific Railway the ex- I 
port grain movement via Vancouver 
had reached a total of 48,971,930 bush¬ 
els on May 31, 1923. Of the 1924 to-1 
tal, 34,545,950 bushels were shipped to 
the United Kingdom, 13 , 8 30,325 bush¬ 
els ^to the Orient, as well as 495,115 
bushels to South America and 100,540 
bushels to New Zealand. 

The great interest evinced by Ame¬ 
rican and other anglers in fishing in 
Canadian waters, has fed the Canadi¬ 
an Pacific railway to offer three prizes 
for anglers on French riveiy Nipigon 
river and Lake of the Woods. These 
three trophies have been sot up for 
competition at various bungalow- 
camps conducted under the direction of 
the Canadian Pacific. The trophies 
are replicas of the bass and the trout, 
and a wonderful reproduction of the 
head of a fighting muscalonge. 

The popularity of the summer trip 
to the northern territories, and the 
Arctic was evidenced by the large 
passenger list on the A.&G.W. train 
going north on Tuesday last tp con¬ 
nect with the steamers for the Arctic. 
The passengers included not only 
Mounted Police parties for northern 
posts, Judge Dubuc and his official 
party for the holding of court at Akla- 
vik, but also included tourists among 
whom was Dr. Rolaeul Hammond of 
Providence, Ithode Island, who is 
spending his summer vacation in the 
northland. 

The 1924 crop from between 10,000,- 

tOand 11,000,000 acres of 1 western 
lands will be sold through co-operat¬ 
ive pools. The Alberta pool has been 
operating since last year and already 
has a large acreage signed up, while 
ihe Manitoba and Saskatchewan pools 
are now engaged in signing up acre¬ 
age, and it is anticipated that the lat¬ 
ter two pools will handle the grain 
grown on some 8,000,000 acres. Plans 
are now afoot to merge the three 
pools into one central selling organiza¬ 
tion, and it is possible that such a 
merger will be effected in time to mar¬ 
ket the 1924 crop. 

Alberta’s total mineral production 
during 1923 was valued at $31,646,816, 
according to a preliminary statement 
issued by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. This includes the following: 
Coal, 6,848,538 tons valued at $28,278,- 
842; Natural gas, 6,135,260 thousand 
cubic feet valued at $1,700,000; Petro- 
lcum, 4,526 barrels valued at $30,902; 
Clay products, valued at $612,242; 
Cement, 318,756 barrels valued at 
$740,940; Quicklime, 96,905 barrels 
\alued at $37,653; Lime hydrated, 33 
tons -vaued at $346; Sand and gravel, 

1 .’-i 1,189 tons valued at $231,497; 
Stone, 11,200 tons valued at $14,393. 

So interested have Japanese live¬ 
stock dealers become in the shipment 
of beef cattle recently made by the Al¬ 
berta government to Japan in charge 
of H. A. Craig, deputy minister of ag¬ 
riculture, that butchers from all over 
Japan have come to view the stock, 
according to word received recently 
from Mr. Craig, by Hon. R. G. Reid, 
acting minister of agriculture. Mr. 
Craig writing from Tokyo, says that 
the stock made the trip across .the Pa¬ 
cific in excellent shape, and further 
states “The Japanese arc well pleased 
vith the cattle and are particularly 
well satisfied with th<^ beef. They are 
anxious to have another shipment as 
soon as possible. The trade is possible 
of development but depends, I believe, 
upon reduction in freight and expens¬ 
es all through.” In connection With 
freight charges, Mr. Craig states that 
lie has arranged to meet the repre¬ 
sentatives of the shipping board in 
Vancouver to discuss the matter on his 
return from Japan. Mr. Crai^was 
surprised.to earn that the Japanese 
themselves are producing a very fine 
quality of beef. The two horses also 
taken over with the shipment, have 
been sold by Mr. Craig, but he states 
that there is no demand for horses of 
any description.

The gasoline and sailing schooner 
Herman has arrived at Nome, Alaska, 
in distress and plans for the rescue of 
.the party on Wiangel island are in 
abeyance. The Herman left Nome June 
11, to take off from the island the col¬ 
ony, which consisted of 33 persons, 
and Was left there in August by Har¬ 
old Noice. The schooner got as far 
as the Diomedes Islands in the middle 
of Bering Strait and broke her crank¬ 
shaft. She returned to Nome under 
sail. 

Canadian exports to the United 
States for the twelve months ending 
with April, 1924, show an increase of 
something more than 48 millions of 
dollars over the corresponding period 
of 1922-23, and an example of the ra¬ 
pid growth in the demands of the Uni¬ 
ted States upon the forest resources of 
the dominion is furnished by the fact 
tlvit of this 48 million increase, 3^mil- 
Iiwis comes from wood and paper ex¬ 
ports. Next to wood add paper ex¬ 
ports, animal products is of greatest 
importance in Canada’s exports to th*| 
United States, with agricultural and 
vegetable products third. 

Railway companies operating in Al¬ 
berta have shipped a total of 152,615,- 
776 bushels of wheat between Septem¬ 
ber 1 of last year and May 31 of this 
year, being the 1923-24 crop shipping 
season. In addition to this the rail¬ 
ways'report a total of 11,196,899 bush¬ 
els of wheat in store in line elevators. 
This makes a total marketed of 163,- 
812,675 bushls of wheat, but from this 
must be deducted about 20,000,000 
bushels to allow for the quantity re¬ 
ceived from points in Saskatchewan 
which are included in Alberta division 
of the C.P.R. and to allow also for du¬ 
plication in handling of grain coming 
off branch lines to main transconti¬ 
nental lines. 

With the exception of British Cal- 
urnbn., Alberta has a higher average 
number of poultry per ' farm than 
other provinces in Canada, according 
tc figuios prepared. Canada’s aver¬ 
age number per farm as a whole is 
68.9, hut Alberta’s average number is 
79 9. Biitish Columbia’s average 
number js 98.6. The comparative fig¬ 
ures aie as. follows: Prince Edward 
Island, Chi; ,\ma Scotia, 17.9; New 
Brunswick 7S.2; Quebec, 49.7; Onta¬ 
rio 79.1; Manitoba C1.7; Saskatchewan 
76.2; Alberta 79 ; British Columbia 
98.6. Alberta’s .lumber of milch cows 
per farm is 4.9, compared with 5.1 for 
all Canada. Alberta’s number per 
farm is higher than the other provinc¬ 
es of the west, and is exceeded only by 
Quebec and Ontario. 

The greatest co-operation is ^efiig 
offered by municipal districts all over 
the province, with the ’provincial de¬ 
partment of agriculture officials en¬ 
gaged in the campaign against weeds, 
states W. J. Stephen, field crops com¬ 
missioner. Never beforq has there 
been such co-operation among all con¬ 
cerned in this work. There is not a

This undoubtedly was to unite the par¬ 
ty in a vigorous campaign for the 
election^ W. J. Bryan was in opposi¬ 
tion to the nomination of Davis, and 
ha and McAdoo openly opposed the 
nomination. With his brother on the 
ticket, W. J. will throw his influence 
actively into the campaign. Mr. Bryan 
is a westerner and fully cognizant of 
■ the needs of the agricultural interests 
of the oountry and should meet- the 
demands of the western population. 

The British fleet sailed from Van¬ 
couver to San Francisco where they 
arrived on July 8th. It is the first 
large British squadron to enter an 
American port in tarty years. 


CROP REPORT 

The past week has been one of high 
temperatures and sunshine through¬ 
out the west, according to the weekly 
crop report issued today by the agri¬ 
cultural department. Canadian Pacific 
Railway. The report states that the 
growth of all crops is very rapid and 
everything except late sown wheat is 
in the shot blade and some of the ear¬ 
liest is showing signs of coming into 
head . The extreme heat has been try¬ 
ing to the crops, but excellent root 
s.vstetm has developed during prolong¬ 
ed cool spring, which has enabled 
grain to stand up well. (Large sec¬ 
tions of Saskatchewan m3 Alberta, 
particularly in the latter province, has 
experienced good rains during the 
week. Apart from these areas and 
more especially in Manitoba rain is 
needed in some sections. Cattle are 
thriving in the prairie provinces, the 
report says and are not troubled so far 
this season with flies and other insect 
pests. Live stock receipts and prices 
at stock yards continue about the 
same as last year. Demand for farm 
help is at minimum, with sufficient 
applications to meet requirements. In 
Manitoba the crop outlook is decided 
good, but grains have reached stage 
when given rain and good growing 
weather a fine crop will result. Sum¬ 
mer fallow particularly are looking 
fine but fall and spring plowing gen¬ 
erally speaking need rain. All crops 
in this province are later than last 
year and will have to show unusual 
development in order to be ready for 
the harvest ht as early a date. Crops 
in Saskatchewan although in a healthy 
condition are late. A great improve¬ 
ment is shown however, as the result 
of better growing conditions. West 
central and north waptem areas have 
experienced some precipitation during 
week but more is required. Some of 
early sown wheat is coming into head 
and is from twenty four to thirty inch¬ 
es in height. Forest tent caterpillars 
are doing heavy damage to trees in the 
south eastern portion of the province, 
the report states. Crop conditions con¬ 
tinue favorable in Alberta and were 
further benefited by showers over 
large sections of the province during 
the seven days and nearly every dist¬ 
rict is getting sufficient rain to make 
goof! crops. The north eastern sec¬ 
tion of the ptavince is ptill in need of 
rain though not urgently, also the 


district from Red Deer to Edmonton. 
All wheat is in shot blade and consi¬ 
derable of the early coming into head. 
Oats and barley are in the same condi¬ 
tion as wheat. Cutting of alfalfa has 
commenced in number districts and 
the crop is very satisfactory. A 
great deal of new breaking and sum¬ 
merfallowing is reported. Weather 
conditions dry and hot in the Edmon¬ 
ton, Dunvegan and D.C. district. 
Crops at mast points are suffering 
from lack of moisture. Wheat in the? 
WesMock district is heading out and is 
only nine or ten inches high. Rain is 
needed at all points. Rain is required 
in many districts in British Columbia. 
Fruit trees however, are healthy and 
vigorous and may possibly make up in 
size for shrinkage in numbers. Cher¬ 
ry picking is well ahead, the crop is 
inclined to be light but the quality is 
f^ood. Strawberries have passed the 
peak, crop being good and'prices fair. 
Raspberries are how moving in full 
volume looking well and should be a' 
full crop.

The 
I figures are:—imports, April, 1924, $60- 
203,141; exports of Canadian goods, 
$48,880,914, and of foreign goods, 
$637,530. Comparative figures show 
that imports dropped some $8,000,000, 
compared with April, 1923, and ex¬ 
ports increased by about $5,000,000. 

April immigration returns indicate 
that the tide ofi&immigration has now 
set strongly again towards Canada". 
The number of arrivals was 19,330, an 
increase of 103 per cent, over that for 
the same month last year. In the case 
| of arrivals from the British Isles, the 
increase was 100 per cent. From the 
British Isles there Same 9,410 people; 
fronj the United States, 1,838; and 
from other countries, 8,082. 

Twenty-five hundred sea lions have 
been killed by the dominion govern¬ 
ment patrol boat “Givenchy” during 
the last two weeks, off Vancouver 
Island. The .sea lions prey upon the 
salmon and other edible fish, and also 
destroy large numbers of them. The 
boat worked along the productive 
salmon areas in the vicinity of the 
Virgin Rocks with great success. Ma¬ 
chine gur.e and rifles were used in kill¬ 
ing the sea lions. 

A unique convention of the Girl’s 
Clubs of the Women’s Institutes of the 
province was held at Jasper Park the 
past week.

will be made from there. Last year 
a cpnsiderable quantity of Alberta 
butter went to Britain by this route, 
and reached the ultimate market in 
a most satisfactory condition. 

The fiftieth anniversary of the arri¬ 
val of the Northwest Mounted Police 
in Western Canada, co-incident ‘with 
the establishment of Fort Macleod, 
was celebrated at Macleod the past 
week with immense success. Approx¬ 
imately 25,000 visitors from all parts 
of Canada and from the States visited 
the lijttle Alberta town and participa¬ 
ted in the event. 

Nearly 9,000 Canadians have return? 
ed to Canada^ from the U.S.A, since 
April, according to figures prepared by 
the Department of Immigration at Ot¬ 
tawa. In April last the department 
instituted a system of 'checking at the 
international border on all Canadians 
who. were returning after a period of 
six months or more spent in the States 
The result todate has been the number 
above quoted. 

Provincial bonds to the extent of 
$750,000, being the new highways 
sinking fund issue, were disposed'off 
by the* Province during the past week 
at the satisfactory price of 97,688, 
giving a yield of 5.22. The successful 
bidders were a syndicate composed of 
the Dominion Securities corporation; 
Wood, Gundy & Company, and A. E. 
Ames & Co. In view of the fact that 
Manitoba recently sold a Canadian 
payment issue for 96,43 with a yield 
of 6.29, and an American payment is¬ 
sue at 97.07 yielding 5.24, the Alberta 
sale is considered to be most satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Net sales of provincial savings cer¬ 
tificates for the first five months of- 
1924 total the very satisfactory sum of 
$1,259,775.78, which is a much larger 
net sale than has ever been recorded. 
The purchase of savings certificates to 
this extent for the first half of 1924 
will greatly assist the provincial treas¬ 
ury in financing provincial expendi¬ 
tures, and it is also some indication of 
improved conditions in the province. 
The gross sales of certificates for the 
first five months of this year totalled 
$2,555,170.99, and the withdrawals to¬ 
talled $2,27^,279.14, leaving the net 
sales as stated,

Evidence that many Canadians are 
returning from the United States is 
shown by statistics now being compil¬ 
ed by the department of immigration 
and colonization, the total for the last 
two months being nearly 9,000. In 
April returns from 148 put of the 171 
points along the international bounda¬ 
ry at which there are Canadian immi¬ 
gration inspectors, showed that 4,084 
Canadian citizens returned to their 
own country. In May the-number at 
196 ports was 4,839, with 42 ports 
still to be heard from. These figures 
do not include Canadians who have 
been in the United States for a short¬ 
er period than six months.
